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1. Claims 1-4, and 10-13 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over the claims of US patent 6412627. US '627 meet the 
claimed limitations of the case as claimed. With respect to the new limitation of the "adapted to 
engage and dispense at least two cards" does not impart any structure over the claims of US 
'627. Furthermore, it is noted that the plurality of ejection tab assemblies in the claims of US 
'627 is capable of eject at least two cards since the claim does not exclude that each of the U- 
shaped member to engage and dispense two card. Furthermore, it is noted that the card as 
claimed is capable of the intended use since the term "cards" is broad and does not excluding 
other thin cards, e.g. paper that can be stacked and dispensed within one slot of US '627. 

2. Claims 1-4, and 10-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Tiscione (6412627). Tiscione teaches the device as claimed. It is noted that the card as claimed 
is capable of the intended use since the term "cards" is broad and does not excluding other thin 
cards, e.g. paper that can be stacked and dispensed within one slot of the device in Tiscione. 
Furthermore, it is noted that the plurality of ejection tab assemblies in the Tiscione is capable of 
eject at least two cards since the claim does not exclude that each of the U-shaped member to 
engage and dispense two card. 

3. Claims 7, and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Tiscione 
et al. (6412627) in view of Holdener (4697698). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to provide to the each of the buttons with indicia as taught by Holdener, col. 3, In. 
10) to convey the desired information. Furthermore, It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to provide to provide more than one indicia to provide the desired 
information needed and/or for added aesthetic purpose. Furthermore, it is noted that it is known 
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to provide more than one indicia for a button such a telephone button comprising numeral and 
textural indicia. Thus, It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide 
more than one indicia to provide the desired information needed and/or for added aesthetic 
purpose. 

4. Claims 8, 9, 17, and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Tiscione et al. in view of Oyamada (4881 150). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to provide to provide a clip mounted to the case through slidable engagement with 
a groove, as shown in Fig. 3 A of Oyamada (note portions 74a and 72a), to provide an alternative 
clip for the device. 

5. Claims 5-6, and 14-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Tiscione in view of Vetter (6648038). Vetter teaches that it is known in the art to provide a step 
arrangement as shown in Fig. 2 for showing cards vertically. It would have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art to provide a step arrangement, i.e., a notch at the end of the U-shaped 
member for accommodating additional cards. 

6. The arguments are not persuasive. With respect to Tiscione rejection, as set forth above, 
it is noted that the card as claimed is capable of the intended use since the term "cards" is broad 
and does not excluding other thin cards, e.g. paper that can be stacked and dispensed within one 
slot of the device in Tiscione. Furthermore, it is noted that the plurality of ejection tab 
assemblies in the Tiscione is capable of eject at least two cards since the claim does not exclude 
that each of the U-shaped member to engage and dispense two card.
